We aeo that a resolution was carried at 
the rail^fay meeting at Ballantrae, last 
week, to the effect that a by-law ahould he 
submitted to the ratopayera of the town- 
ship of Whitchitrch, for 'the purpose of 
granting $20,000 in aid of the Toronto 
and Nipissing Railway. As we under- 
stand the townahip is deaired^ not to take 
Btoek in the road to that amonnt, but to 
donate it aa a boQQa. Now, this ia a very 
plfiaaauf way for the city of Toronto to get 
it^ jntereala euhflcrved at the eipenae of 
theraralmunicipalifciea; butao faraa this 
townahip is coocemed^ we are unabJe to 
see the propriety of their voting away tbifl 
money as suggested by the smooth- to ogued 
gentlemen frou town, w^o worked up the 
meeting. - At beat, the road wMl only fjass 
through Iheeotith'eaat corner of the towii- 
flhip, and would be^of little if any advan- 
tage to oine-tentba of ita lohahitanijf. Tho 
eutcrpriae has been devJEed by Toronto 
men iu Toronto intercats, and would doubt- 
leca-bean incalculable advantage to that 
city; yet wo believe the bonua is sought 
from the country alone. We have not 
heard of Toronto aasumiog the position 
she so nrgently preaeea on the towuships. 

The city, with ita Urge and united hody 
of mcmhcra, proved its strength in obtain- 
iog charters for hotb the eastern and wee- 
teru roade, in the Legislature, And we 
have more than a paaaiog fancy that be- 
fore either of these roads arc haJf-builL wo 
shajj see the aamo gentlemen with renewed 
and even greater vigour, log-roHing and 
ijcheming by every means for a Lcgifllativo 
grant in aid of these roads. Should they 
Bucceed, Whitehuroh, aa well es tho rest 
of the Province, will have to share tho 
burden. We cannot, of courfic, in this 
eaay, conacienced, railway ago, greatly 
hlamo Toronto for this cucrgelio attempt 
to foater iti^ own proper inlcrcala, auJ 
would Bay nothing on the eubjcct did wc 
not feel convinced that the pkilfuUntri- 
guora at tho bottom of the sehemo, aro in 
eome Bort trying lo hoodwink tho oountry 
munioip all ties. JothocasoofWhitchureh 
tho benus desired fihould nbout build tho 
road for tho dintanco it ehould properly 
pass thrpugh the townflbip, Wc by no 
means tako ground against a Buitnblo en- 
couragemcnt of li^itimato caterprieo,' and 
would only caution the men of Wbitohuro)i 
^ givo this matter fl duo coneidcration 
before taking upon thcmBclvcs the pay- 
ment of fio largo a sum of money.

Shocking Murder- 
One of the moAt shocklDg tragedies that 
haa oceurred in tbb section for a loog time 
was brought to light on Tuesday last^ 

On ^Monday Ittst, William Ktdd, a young 
man of 23 or 33, living three or four miles 
from GlcDhaven, Wis,, a small village op- 
posite Gutteobarg, visited Caaavillc, and 

obtained a pair of horses and hnggy at the 
livery etable of Mr. lahmael, and at ODce 
retum&d to the honeo of Mr. Molvcrs, in 
the iiGighhourttood of his father's, where 
the youQg lady, Catherine Jordan, reaidedj 
to whom he wag warmly atteohed and has 
been paying hIa addressea for soiae time, 
but who, it wonld seem, did cot recipro- 
cate bJB affectioD. Ho invited her to take 
a ride with him, biit^ owieg to dislnelins- 
tionandthe previooa indieationa of a re- 
vengeful apirit, aho deoliuod hia invitation, 
and at last accepted, only upon the request 
of others, who thought it would to for the 
host. But it proved a meet fatal jnialake, 
as the Bcqucl will sHqw. . , , 

tt waa well ou/towards evening when 
they set out for tho ride, Kidd made his 
way for a kind of by-roadj little frequented, 
BOmc pvc miles northeast of Glenhaveo. 
Hero, retired from view, and far beyond 
-nil help and call for help, it ia'presuiued 
ho pressed hia suit with all the ener^ of 
a man with deep p^i^sions, who loves deeply, 
and could uothrooka refusal. Shccalmly 
but firmly rcfuscil to become his wife, oe 
she had done before, At_ once his spirit 
changed. Tho very dovil hiineclf eecma 
to have taten poascssion of him. Ifia (ovo 
was turned to hate, FiendieU passiona 
seized upon hinj, and, sloping iu a deuee 
timber, far beyond the Eight or aid of man, 
ho drew forth hia Lnifc or a razor — for ho 
was evidently preparcdforthecmorgenoy — 
end proceeded to murder tho gltl he had 
just vowed ho loved. Ho did not cvenget 
out of hie hugCT for tho purpose. When 
found nho had her throat cut from car to 
car, though Bomo slaabes on tho left wriat 
showed that the horoio girl bad etruggled 
bitterly against her hard fate. ,But ho 
aucceedcd. Her b!eod staiucd and etottcd 
tho cutiro vebiolG, and, after life was ex- 
tioot, bo throw the body out, aud it fel! 
beside the road, whore it was found on 
Tuesdiiy momio^ bya paasor hy. 

After commitlmg this Bhocklng murder, 

it would seom that KIdd drove back to 

near hia father's houac, though ho did not 

go in> Ho hitehed tho horses near the 

stable and took a small bEiy mnre hetoug- 

ing to bitnsclf^ Biddtcd her, and mnde olT 

for parts uuknowa. Thia was probably 

about 10 or U o'clock, aud it is supposed 

ho mado for Brid^port, a sUtion on the 

Milwaukee raiiroad, eight milcB cast of 

Pceirio du Chierij though Eomo think that 

ho would bo more apt to mnke for Chip- 

powft river pincricBj whore bo had workcdi 

Kidd and Mia.^ Jordan were brought 

op together in tho snrcio neighbourhood^ 

and bavo nfi3t>ciatcd logclber from ohild' 

liooil; Tho parents of both are fflrmers, 

and pconlo of tho liighcBt roapco lability. 

Ho has been paying hJa addr«iaca to her 

for two years or more, but bad always 

been rooeiveJ coolly, aud llioro aro reports 

that there waa pnoUior lover to whom aho 

ntleaat was muoh jooro attaohed than to 

Kidd; audit fa not ntalUinprobablo that 

jealousy, as woU aa other UDgovomablo 

panfliooB, may have hnd'muoh' to do with 

tho orimo, Whea m tho pineries laat 

winter, ho wrote her a letter tolling her 

that if ehe .3id not m&rry blm she would 

bo of no acoount to any other man ; and 

ono report dcolarotf that bo had Iwioe nt- 

tempted lo shoot hor— onoo through her 

window at night, and at i^oothor tjmo in 

hke stealthy manner.

The doomed man was brought U> the place 
of execution inn wa^on. He was neatly 
drej^^cd and very calm in demeanour. He 
Drrnly believed rhat be HOuld be reprieved, 
aa be bad all aloDg apserted bia entire in- 
nocence. Arriving at the EcaflbJd, after 
religious sorvicea by two ministcrB, the 
sheriff unbound bid /tan ds and ho \f as al- 
lowed to addretj the crowd.

He refused to leave 
tbo waggon and mount the scaffold, and 
tbo ofiieers had to take bini by tho arms 
and force him along- His hands being 
free, as eood as he was placed 00 the gal- 
Iowa be made a rush lo the far side of it 
aud thrci7 hiin&elf over, but bis attempt 
to t-^eape was frustrated by Iho offieora, 
who promptly Eci:^cd hinj by the ahouldew 
and held him, nlthough bi» struggles for 
life and liberty were desperate. The 
wildest eieilcmcnt prevailed among the 
crowd dufjQg ibc scene- He fought a ter- 
rible. battle with tha EberiiTs ofGcer^, who 
were endeavouring to drag Mm lo the ropcj 
and tbo sheriff^ Eciiing the noose, with 
much difQculty got it over hfe head at its 
ulmcpcl tension.
